Ag the area traversed was entirely dovoid of 
populstion, the expedition had 10 take s sufficient 
quantity of food to last twenty-six men for two 
years, For this purpose 400 goata wore pressed 
into the service, It was -imporsible to car 
tinnod- meat, owing to the fear of. an outbreak 
of. scurvy... These gosta. bred all along. tho 
route, and their;meat_was found very sweet and 
natritious ‘by the members of tho expedition. 
-Thoy aupplied-the party with milk,too., -. ...- 
“Phe goats~were entirely my own “idoa)” 
as Mr, Canaing, with's touch of pardonatle 
pride, ved 

Tt ia a noteworthy fact that not a single case 
of illness was reported, and the party returned 
to the regions of civilisation withont any serious 
casualty. On the former expedition » man‘had 
bean speired by the natives. This time, hor- 
ever, the natives appear to have abandoned their 
Heatile attitude, and wore, on tle whole, quite 
friendly to tho white men.;
